The +:elesiastical Calendar is gov- 
erued not by the real mcon but by a 
fictitioas moon, whose double luna- 
tions are exactly 59 days. The two 
coincided in 1800, but the latter falls 
behind the former one day in 308 
years. In the year 2100, they will 
again coincide by advancing the Cal- 
endar moon one day. 

Jn 1876 the Calendar moon is full 
ob the 9th of April (Europeao time,) 
or Suuday. Easter day is therefore the 
Sunday following. 

President Barnard has given a full 
discussion of the Ecclesiastical Cal- 
endar in an appendix to the Jcurnal 
of the General Convention of the P. 
Episcopal Church 1871.

A Letter From the Newbern Greys. 


NEWBERN, N. C., May 1, ’76. 


Editor News:—Referring to your 
paper of the 26th instant I find an arti- 
cle there relative to General Gorman 
furnishing arms and ammunition 
only a few weeks ago to a negro mil- 
itary company in the city of Raleigh. 
The mere fact that the Governor or 
General Gorman had given these 
arms did not awaken any surprise in 
my mind, Knowing the peculiarities 
of the men, but in view of the follow- 
ing facts, which I feel it my duty to 
give you, I am forced toacknowledge 
that nothing ever more surprised me, 
not even the present Governor going 
by accident from the Senate into the 
E.xecutive Mansion. 

On the loth day of May, 1875, our 
first military company since the war 
Was organized under the name of the 
Newbern Greys with 8. D. Pool, Jr., 
as captain. Application was made to 
the Governor hy Captain Pool in ae- 
cordance with the law laid down in 
Buttle’s Revisal. The bond offered 
for the arms was a good one, the three 
gentlemen signing it being worth in 
the aggregate about $200,000. No ob- 
jection was made to the bond or to 
the form of our application for arms. 
Governor Brogden promised Captain 
Pool that he should have the arms in 
a very short time, that at present the 
State had no guns on hand, but was 
expecting the arrival of arms from 
Washington every day, and when 
they were received he should have 
them—sixty stand of new, bright 
breech-loading Springfield rifles, 
How anxiously the members of the 
company looked for the arrival of 
these arnis none but the victims of 
misplaced confidence can tell. Gen. 
Gorman said weshould have them; 

Gov. Brogden said we should have 
them, and the members of the Greys 
did not dream for a moment that 
men holding two such high offices 
as that of Governor and Adjutant 
(yeneral would be guilty of a wilful 
violation of a promise made in sober 
moments, and upon an _ occasion 
when deception would have been out 
of place; therefore after the arms 
reached R.leigh from Washington, 
some of the members of our compan 

actually met the freight train at the 
depot upon its arrival from Goldsboro 
for two successive weeks, expecting 
every day the arms would come, but 
Mr. Editor, they did not know the little 
ways of the Governor and Gorman 
thenas they do now. Our citizens 
were all interested in the Grays and 
whenthey found that we had been 
deceived by persons from whom we 
did not expect deceit, they purchas- 
ed second hand muzzle loading rifles 
in Baltimore aud very kindly gave 
them to us, to prevent the company 
from disbanding until we could get a 
Governor who would furnish white 
as well as negro companies with the 
arms of the Siate, Gen. Gorman re- 
turned the bond to Capt. Pool with 
a printed circular which stated that 
no more arms would be furnished to 
companies until the Legislature pass- 
ed another law or amended the pres- 
ent one, giving as areason that it 
was ‘‘danyerous to give out arms’’ in- 
discriminately to all who applied for 
them. Now, sir, in order that the 
Governor might see the members of 
the ‘‘Newbern Grays’? were all gen- 
tlemen and tbe sons of gentlemen, we 
sent him in July last a petition for 
aims siqned by all of the members of 
the company atthe same time, and 
by the same inail letters were written 
tohim by prominent gentlemen of 
both politicial parties of our city on 
the subject to which he paid no at 

tention, but Gen. Gorman returned 
our bond as stated as above. Gov. 
Brogden was approached more than 
balf a dozen times on the subject, but 
always with the same result. After 
our firstinterview with Gen. Gor- 
wan and after seeing bim at Beaufort 
in July we paid no further attention 
to him, - when we found from 
experience that he was a man 
whoses promises could not be 
relied on. We understand that 

arms have also been furnished to the 
negroes of Wilmington since we 
received tbe printed circular of Gen. 
Gorman returning our bond in <Au- 
gust last, : 

Having briefly stated how we did 
not get arms from the State, I have 
ony a few words of comment to 
make, [ have seen Gen, Gormsan’s 
card denying tbat he furnished the 
negro compady with arms ou account 
of the approaching elec‘ion iu Ral- 
eigh; I have read hia ‘spread eagie’’ 
talk about his love of his native 
State, I have seen how he and the 
Govervor promised us arms last sum- 
mer and did not issue them to us and 
how he (Goyman) returned our 
bond ty us witha printed circular 
which by implication acoysed us of 
being a band of dangerous pefsous, 
and now J have seen haw he fure

| Digests Supreme Court Decisions 
January Term, 1876. 
(74TH VOL. N. C. REPORTS.) 


A. M. Lewis, Jr., vs the Board of 
Commissioners of Wake county, 
from Wake. 

There is no provision of law for the 
payment of witnesses sumimoned to 
appear and testify generally before 
the grand jury “in certain matters 
then and there to be enquired of;’’ 
and there is no authority of law to i:- 
sue such summons. 

Witnesses are entitled to coimpen- 
sation, where a bill is prepared and 
sent to the grand jury, with the 
names of those summoned endorsed 
thereon as sworn and sent, 


James Calloway et al. vs. The Ore 
Knob Copper Company et al., from 
Ashe. 

In a joint action against several de- 
fendants some of whom are resident 
of the State in whose court the action 
is brought, where such resident de- 
fendants are unnecessary or merely 
formal patties; It is not error, upon 
proper affidavit and bond filed by the 
non-resident defendants, to remove 
the cause to the Circuit Court of the 
United States. 

The fact that such resident defend- 
ants were made parties to the action 
upon motion of the non-resident de- 
fendants, is immaterial and consti- 
tutes no waiver of the right of the 
hatter to a removal.

Upon the trial of an indictment 
under chap. 32 sec. 72, Battle’s Revi- 
sal, (betting ona game of chance,) 
the jury returned a special. veriict, 
finding: Atthetime specified in the 
indictment, there was kept a place 
on Wilmington street, in Raleigh, 
where there were sold, smal! oval 
shaped cards, with certain pbumbers 
on them; that there were alsoin a box 
a certain number of envelopes, con- 
taining each one card with a number 
on it. The party bought one of the 
cards, and was permitted to draw 
from the box an envelope; if the 
number on the card corresponded 
with any one of t:e numbers on the 
oval card, the purchaser got ten times 
the amount invested. The envelopes 
and the oval cards were kepton a 
table at which the proprietor stood. 
The defendant bought and drewa 
card at the time specified in the bill 
of indictment. It was called a gift 
enterprise, and so licensed. Held: 
That the enterprise was a_ lottery, 
and the parties whosold tbe tickets 
were not indictable under said sec- 
tion, and the purchaser thereof was 
‘pot indictable at all, fur the rvason 
that the statute did not make it an 
indictable oftence to purchase lottery 
tickets,

Brogden having 
said toa NEWS reporter the other 
day, when the reporter asked if any 
arms had been issued to¢he negroes 
here: ‘I neither Know of any nor 
have I authorized avy to be issued.”’ 
But the Governor since remembers 
he did agree for General Gorman to 
issuethearms. Well, nobody objects 
to colored men havicg a militar 
eompany and being armed as suc 
just as the white military, but so far 
as we are concerned, we would if we 
could take guns away from both 
white and black and put hoes or 
workiog utensils of some kind In 
their hands instead.
